DR. FREDERICK A. 
COOK, AMERICAN EXPLORER WHO PLANTED THE STARS AND STRIPES 
AT THE NORTH POLE. 


Dr. Frederick A. Cook, the A m erican explorer who discovered the north pole, got his first arctic experience w ith 
Robert E. Peary, th a t other intrepid A m erican who is now som ew here in the arctics battling w ith the Ice and snow 
on a sim ilar undertaking. 
Dr. Cook went w ith Peary on the polar expedition of 1891-2 as surgeon. 
H e devised a 
route then by which he was convinced the goal could be reached, and in the y ears th a t intervened betw een his .first 
and last arctic expeditions he never ceased to study the problem. 
He conquered M ount M cKinley, in Alaska, a fte r 
several attem p ts and w ent as surgeon with the D anish expedition to the antarctic seas. 
It w a s on July 4, 1907, that 
he undertook his second arctic exfieditiou, Which w as destined to be crow ned w ith success. 
Jo h n It. Bradley, a 
w ealthy N ew York h u n ter of big game, fitted out a fishing schooner and went with Dr. Cook to tile polar regions 
to hunt. 
They intended to steal ii inarch on P eary and w en t quietly alsm t tln-ir preparations. The hunt over, B ra d ­ 
ley retu rn ed to New York. and Dr Cook started for the polo accom panied by a com pany of Eskimos.
